Continuing its path of devastation, the tropical hurricane that struck

Advices from Ponsacola. at the extreme northwest tip of Florida, said 


a 100 mile galp was blowinn this morninir and the barometer reading was 
29.16. 


Two staff correspondents of The Associated 1'rcss, arriving In Miami 


by airplane, estimated the damage in that section at $100,000,000, while 
the total property toll of the tropical storm may exceed $200.000,000. 


Two hundred children, separated from their families were wandering 


through the ruins of their homes in Miami, the newspapermen reported, 
while tho roads loading to West Palm Ueach wero crowded with automo- 
biles filled with refugees.

Over a century ago a celebrated 


British surgeon noted that in blood 
collected from patients with inflam- 
matory ailments the little corpuscles 
settled to the bottom of the vessels 
more quickly than in health, and the 
rate of thl* "settling" was in pro- 
portion to the severity of the infec- 
tion. Just why this was not further 
in\esttgated 1 am unable to say, but 
In 1917 and since that tlm«, through- 
out^ Italy, Germany 
and 
America, 


more investigations have been made 
as to Just why this early settling of 
the corpuscles takes pUce 
in 
111 


health. 


Now although they do not know 


fully just why it happens, the point 
for you and me is that it does hap- 
pen.Fdt Instance in normal Individ- 
uals, the time required for all the 
corj/uscle* to settle down U from 8 
to 16 hours In women, and from 10 
to 20 in men. 


However, there are groat varia- 


tions In this, and research men tell 
us that only Individuals in which the 
settling take* 3 hours or less Should 
be considered as not normal. 


And so they classify case* into 


four groups. 
First. SO minutes or 


lew, second. 30 to 80 minutes, third 
60 to 120 minutes, and fourth, over 
120 minutes. 


Where It Is 30 minutes or less It 


usually means an acute pus condi- 
tion, but where It I* over 1ZO min- 
utes, there 1» not likely to be any 
pus.Now how can this knowledge be 
made useful In medicine *nd sur- 
gery? 
Well in pneumonia It would 


show 30 minutes, and in tuberculosis 
or • bsce**ed teeth, 'It would be 60 
to 120 minutes. 


Thu* a physician would know Im- 


mediately If it wa» only 30 minutes 
that he had an acute condition to 
treat. 
Further, If a second tc»t showed 


the blood settling In even less than 
30 minute* he would know that the 
case wa* taking an unfavorable turn, 
wherea* If the second 
twt 
took 


longer than 30 minute* 
he would 


know that the patient was likely on 
the way to recovery. Now there are 
other method* of ascertaining the 
above Information, by the tempera- 
ture. he*rt condition*, number of 
whit* corpuscle*. and so forth, but 
this settling of the corpuscles, 
or 


"pediment" te*t as It Is called. Is 
Just one more aid. Also where other 
symptom* might *eem to conflict. It 
ibonld help to confirm the diagnosis. 
It may not always be necessary, or 
in some cases It may not be advis- 
able to make It. *o don't feel that 
you or your* are being neglected If 
the t**t I* not made.

Francis, the sixth Karl of Lincoln, 
and admiral of the British navy and 
carried Into the governorship for th* 
twelve years of his administration all 
the old time marltlmetlsm of the 
quarter deck 
He was unfettered, 


and of an Irritable temperament. De- 
sirous of improving his fortune, and 
neither sensitive nor bcrupulous, he 
soon effected a good understanding 
with the Assembly. 
Thla he well 


understood how to accomplish as he 
had previously served as governor 
of Newfoundland, 1732-1737. 


Clinton was appointed governor of 


New York on May 21, 1741, but did 
not arrive in the Province until Sep- 
tember 20 following. 
He came with 


his wife and family ot young chil- 
dren, among whom was the future 
Sir Henry Clinton, commander-ln- 
chiet ot the British forces during the 
Revolutionary War. 


Clinton's term was one Incessant 


struggle and contest with the As- 
sembly, which had become more and 
more- aggressive 
and 
reluctantly 


granted money for salaries of offi- 
cers, except by name, which amount- 
ed to the amumptlon ot the appoint- 
ing power.

In all these controversies, mo«t ot 


which were Instigated by Chief Jus- 
tice Jame* DeLancey, in whom Gov- 
ernor Clinton had placed his confi- 
dence but with whom he l& said to

When the governor became estrang- 
ed from DeLancey he took Cadwalla- 
der Colden, a bitter otuponent of the 
chief justice, into his favor.

AS TEST OF FAITH 


Leader of Spanuh Religion* 


Cult Beheadt Child. 


B»ct«mlf>r. Spnin.—While member* of 


bin religions cult knelt In prayer In a 
circle about him, Halo Lopez killed 
bis twenty-month-old son with an ax. 
Lifting the h*nd of the child Into the 
air. Lopes asserted he had killed the 
baby "ut the command of God" to test 
his faith. A passing soldier, attracted 
by the gathering, culled help, and 
more than two dozen men and women 
were arrested. 


Lopez recently founded a strange 


religious cult whose members make a 
Mil bit of fitting and beating one an- 
other with wooden rods as tests of 
fitilli. 
Lopez itlwuys remained food- 


less longer «nd suffered more blows 
than did nny of bis follower*. 


Tbe mnn is believed to have devised 


the sacrifice of hi* Infant son as dem- 
onstration of his supreme faith and 
the right to be lender of tlie cult. De- 
spite the protests of his wife, he In- 
vited nil his followers to nttend the 
epreniony. 


Lopez killed the baby with one blow 


of tiie its. The father, who authori- 
ties assert is snne, is held for mur- 
der, as Is bis wife and a. priest of the 
sect The other prisoners are charged 
with belli*; accessories to the 
of the little victim.
